C. R-seaer, second vice-presi- 


dent of the Triple State Natural Gas 
aud Oil company of the Wai field, 
Ky., fields, was in the city last eve- 
ning, meeting several citizens and 
the representatives of tbe press at 
the Garfield club rooms. 


Mr. Reeaer is in tbe city for the 


purpose of scouring a franchise, if 
possible, ;for running their natural 


gas to tuts city. Tbe gas fields of 
this company are located at War- 
field, Ky., about seventy miles from 
here. They already have the line 
piped to Ashland, Ky*, therefore 
nnve about thirty-five miles to cover 
to reach this point. 


Mr. Beeser said that the Triple 


State Natural Gas and Oil company 
had a largo capital, aud while it will 
cost nearly $400,000 to supply thin 
city with 
natural gas, they had 


ample capital to do it. They had 
plenty of money aud an abundance 
of gas and all they wanted .was an 
opportunity, to give the citizens oi 
this city fuel and light (or less money 
than they now pay.

Attorney E. C. Myers Is busily 


drawing up papers to knock out the 
speoial election, which was held in 
Greenup Monday. 


The election was to settle the sa- 


loon question and .the "drys" won, 
they polling eighty-five votes to 
eighty for the "wets." The election 
was very exciting, the women taking 
a very active part. They bad the 
church bells rung every few min- 
utes and had rallying committees, 
who waylaid voters and prayed and 
pleaded with them to vote for tem- 
perance. 


The "drys" claim that the election 


was illegal. It seems that the Ken- 
tucky statutes provide that where 
an election is held in a town, the 
county judge shall direct the town 
officers to hold and supervise the 
election. In the present instance 
County Judge Bennett directed the 
sheriff to hold the election, and it 
was held under that official's super- 
vision. This, lawyers claim, invali- 
dates the election. This is tough 
luck to be sure. When a Kentucky 
town gets good enough to go back on 
ts traditions it should be permitted 
to enjoy the blessed privilege of 
temperance in peace and quiet.
